THE CHRISTMAS LIST 
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—— 


T this time of year an editorial office becomes like a book- 
A seller’s shop, and like a bookseller a literary editor 
has to make up his mind about new books on insufficient 
data. I have sometimes happened to be in a bookshop when 
a publisher’s traveller has come in with his wares. The 
traveller produces a book with a smile, another and yet another ; 
with scarce a glance they are accepted. Then there is a hitch ; 
perhaps a peremptory shake of the head ; back that book goes 
again into the bag and another is held up. The leaves of this 
one the bookseller begins turning over with pursed lips and 
wrinkled brow; but if the traveller says the right word at 
the right moment, all may yet be well. In doubtful cases 
the test applied by the bookseller might almost be olfactory; 
on the report of a nose, as it were, it seems to depend whether 
a particular book will or will not reach the public. In old 
days my sympathies were with the unknown authors ; a quick 
inquisitive sniff seemed hardly to justify choice. But now as 
a literary editor I find myself in the bookseller’s shoes. There 
are so many new books each publishing season that they can 
only be judged in the first instance by inquisitive sniffs. Thank 
Heaven the results of such a cursory test are not final. The 
pages of a literary paper are again very like a stall. There 
is room only for the display of a very limited number of books. 
Now, though reviews are often said not to affect the sale of 
books (there is evidence both that they do and that they do 
not), it is still some advantage for a book to catch attention, 
whether by being displayed on a stall or in the pages of a paper. 
That is the supposition upon which it has seemed worth while 
to assemble the brief notices on page xiv. 

Not a few of them are about books which require to be dis- 
cussed at far greater length and by reviewers with special 
knowledge. Yet at a time when the sale of books is brisk, 
pending more adequate treatment, our readers will probably 
be glad to know such and such a book is on the market. 

It will be seen that there are only a few solid books among 
them and no poetry. The reason for this is that such books 
inevitably make their way slowly, while in the case of books 
of travel, memoirs, and miscellaneous books it is often more 
important that they should be noticed soon. To the former 
the season makes no difference, to the latter it may make a 
good deal. ; 

Few people are in a better position to judge of a publishing 
season than a literary editor, but his impression, too, is inevit- 
ably vague ; the value of a vintage can only be tested by time. 
The end of the year 1923 seems remarkable for the number of 
good books of the second or third class, rather than for books 
of exceptional interest. (There are, of course, always only 
a few of them.) Mr. Hardy’s play, The Famous Tragedy of the 
Queen of Cornwall (Macmillan. 6s.) is not one of his finest 
works, nor is Mr. Kipling’s book one of his best. Still these 
count. Messrs. Dent have published a translation (it ought 
to be better) of Signor Pirandello’s plays (10s. 6d.) ; and Mr. 
Yeats’ most recent plays have now been collected in one volume 
with a long essay on the Irish Dramatic Movement (Macmillan. 
10s. 6d.). In fine editions and well-printed books, however, 
the last few months have been very rich, though all such books 
have not, of course, come under my notice. There is already a 
collector’s run on the publications of the Nonesuch Press, 
whose editions are not only beautiful, but surprisingly cheap. 
Their Congreve was superb, and their latest, Ten Sermons 
by John Donne (725 copies. 27s. 6d.) is just as fine a book 
im its way, while their Letters from W. H. Hudson (25s.) is 
very elegantly printed. The New Aldine Library edition 
of Marcus Aurelius (Martin Hopkinson) is a delicious book 
and only 10s. 6d. The Golden Cockerel Press has just 
issued a beautiful book of selections from the works of 
Jeremy Taylor made by Mr. Martin Armstrong. Messrs. 
Chatto and Windus’s Poems of Lord Byron, selected and 
prefaced by H. T. C. Grierson (16s.), is a distinguished example 
of good paging and printing. Among new library editions two 
stand prominently out ; Heinemann’s Manaton edition of Mr. 
Galsworthy’s works (21 vols. 25 guineas) and Cape’s Shrewsbury 
edition of Samuel Butler (20 vols. 21 guineas). These are cer- 
tainly costly books, but in both cases the printing and paper and 
wy is of fine quality. Each volume of the Manaton edition 
“as & preface by Mr. Galsworthy ; these have been sent round 
" newspapers in advance as only four volumes have as yet 
one. These prefaces are valuable to critics and interesting 
» readers. They are, as might be expected, modest, clear and 





+ In Mr. Galsworthy’s own opinion he was writing 


fiction for five years before he ‘‘ could master even its primary 
technique,”” and we hear that he regards The Country House, 
Fraternity, The Dark Flower and Five Tales as those of his 
works which most fully achieve fusion of seer with things seen, 
and disclose the individuality of their author, revealing such 
truth as has been vouchsafed to him. 

In the first volume of the Shrewsbury edition of Butler 
(only two are out) there is a good deal of early unpublished 
material. There are, by-the-bye, some amusing and pointed 
entries still left in his note-books ; when the Note Books are 
reached in this edition, a small supplement of them would be 
welcome. Butler would have opened his eyes at the magnificence 
of this edition. Though he was fond of telling us not to believe 
in him, quotations to that effect are often repeated by people 
who forget that he was even more anxious we should not 
believe in other writers. He would have thought it exceedingly 
proper that if Mr. Galsworthy appeared in splendour that 
he should do so, too. By far the finest natural history 
book which has appeared this winter is Mr. Thorburn’s Game- 
birds and Wildfowl of Great Britain and Ireland (Longmans. 
£5 5s.). It contains thirty-three plates in colour. Mr. Thor- 
burn’s accuracy as a naturalist-draftsman and colourist is 
unrivalled and his notes on each species of bird condense 
the important knowledge about them available, to which 
knowledge his own observation has added not a little. 

But when I look round the shelves of new books it strikes me 
that the typographists have perhaps excelled the authors.

The most characteristic feature of literary output in the 
English language is the number of books about animals. There 
is nothing like it in foreign literatures. The Latins, the Teutons 
and the Slavs have produced some great naturalists, and 
can exhibit imposing bibliographies of natural history, but 
foreign boys and girls are not interested in wild life. Even 
the American child’s interest thus far is mainly centred 
on his gun and rod, though, struggling and kicking, he is 
being weaned from them. The wonderful insect world is 
still merely “bugs” to him. It is highly doubtful if our 
own interest in wild life would be so typical of British 
character, were there still an abundance of good free fishing and 
shooting. Be that as it may, we are paying more and more 
attention nowadays to the psychology of beasts. The teachings 
of the last half century have shown us what beasts look like 
and what they do. Now attention is focussing on why they do 
it. The change of attitude is as marked as that which has 
manifested itself in our dealings with the insane, yesterday 
herded and chained in “‘ Bedlams,” now sympathetically studied 
in psychopathic wards. 

An interesting example of this trend is Animal Personalities, 
in which Mr. Derieux gives a series of sketches of American 
sporting dogs, and of creatures in the New York “ Zoo.” 

All animals like attention ; the big apes pine without it. 
keepers talk to them and play with them now and then, they grow 
morose and their digestion gets upset. They are also very jealous. 

Their emotional life is violent; they have no moral gyroscope, 

as cultivated human beings have. They give voice to their hates, 

their jealousies, their fears, their desires, until one wonders they 
do not have apoplexy, . . . shifting in as many seconds from joy to 
jealousy, to rage, to grief. 

How one is reminded of the Hollywood motion picture 
studios! Mr. Derieux wisely warns us against confusing a 
capacity for being taught with the power of independent thought, 
when we are assessing animal intelligence. The elephant, he 
considers, is more intelligent than the dog,‘ a nervous, sensitive 
creature, with a highly developed emotional nature and a great 
capacity for affection.” A most amusing account is given of 
the extremely intelligent orang-utan, Windy, who was once 
photographed by flashlight—but only once. He was never 
taken by surprise again. He readily assented to the posing, 
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the arrangement of the camera and all the preliminaries, but 
intently watched the photographer's finger which raised the 
flash pan. He remembered that as the last thing which had 
moved before the devastating flash of lightning. 

With the first movement of that finger he ducked or threw his 
hand up in front of his face. . . . That was the thing for him to 
watch, and he knew it. 

The orang-utan has many of the traits of a small boy. When 
given anything mechanical it takes an early opportunity of 
carefully pulling it to pieces, to see how it works. 

Douglas Gordon’s sketches are of the creatures of the Devon 
countryside. They show evidence of close observation, and offer 
us an evening of pleasant anecdotage about encounters with 
fox and owl, stag and snipe and hare. There are several 
delightful photographs by F. Pitt. 

Mr. Ernest Glanville’s “‘ stories of anima] adventure ” is one 
of Mr. Cape’s rare typographical blunders. The type is jammed 
together too closely for its size, so that it is quite irksome to 
read. This is a pity, for the stories, most of which deal with 
aspects of the life of a lion, are quite good reading. The narra- 
tion, however, is too consistently breathless. The climaxes 
would be much more effective were they contrasted with quieter 
phases. Even lions do not live in one perpetual rough-and- 
tumble. Tiger language is one of the things that Major-General 
A. E. Wardrop teaches us in Days and Nights with Indian Big 
Game. When all is quiet at night, the great beasts can be heard 
for many miles. The “‘ ‘ aa-oonh ’ is the most beautiful of all the 
tiger calls. It is distinctly a call and not a hunting note. It 
starts with a deep ‘aa’ and the ‘oonh’ is long-drawn and 
musical, and much higher pitched. Like the hunting note, it 
has a marked vibrating sound. A strong nasal ‘n’ runs through 
boch call and hunting note. The hunting note is ‘ eh-unrh,’ 
with the second note much deeper than the first.” This sort 
of roar is to scare game into a noisy stampede ; it is also uttered 
when the tiger is suspicious and does not intend to come up to 
the bait prepared for it. ‘*‘ The more silent a tiger is, the more 
he means business.”” And the author destroys yet another 
cherished nursery illusion by assuring us that tigers do not roar 
at all when they pounce on their prey, though once or twice he 
has heard one make “a sing-song humming noise.” O tempora! 
O mores ! 

M. Evrard’s The Mystery of the Hive, translated by Mr. Bernard 
Miall, is a worthy addition to the literature of beemanship. 
The wonder of the bee year is described once more, from the 
viewpoint of a beemaster not merely well-versed in all the 
theory and practice of his hobby, but possessed of a poetic 
temperament and wielding a lyrical pen. 

Tiny Toilers and Their Works would make an excellent 
Christmas present for any boy—if the purchaser could part 
with it before having read it. It is a series of thirty-three 
sketches about such intriguing personalities as ‘‘ Babies that are 
Never Hungry,” “An Emmet Masseuse and Her Toilet,” 
“The Strangest Pantries in the World,” ‘‘ Babies that Live 
Upside Down,” “ An Insect Submarine,” ‘“ Curious Culprits,” 
‘A Cannibal Baby and its Dining-Room.” With what depths 
of envy will harassed human parents peruse the revelations 
about the children of the spider, Lycosa tarantula, which do 
not require—or even accept—a scrap of food until they have 
grown to adult’s estate, seven months after birth! 

In his book of reminiscences, Major Harding Cox claims that 
“scores of cases can be quoted which prove beyond all doubt 
that dogs are well-equipped with reasoning power,” in addition 
to mere instinct, and relates the resource shown by a certain 
Dulcie in rejoining, against long odds, a litter of puppies that 
had been taken away from her. He wants to see two new laws 
on the Statute Books, for the betterment of the lot of British 
dogs. One of them would bring to book the very large number 
of cruel owners who, ceasing to care for a pet or unwillingly 
looking after it for an absent son or daughter, leave it in close 
imprisonment for months—or years. He would have a penalty 
imposed for keeping a dog on a chain for more than two hours 
at a stretch, except between 9 p.m. and 9 a.m. The other 
would put a stop to the surplus of underfed dogs by making 
sterilization compulsory, except in cases where a “ breeding 
tax” of, say, two pounds were paid. Like all dog experts, 
Major Cox stresses the bad way in which many people feed their 
pets. It is responsible, he considers, for three-quarters of their 
illnesses. Never mix green vegetables with a dog’s daily rations, 
he advises. The perfect diet for terriers, he considers, is nothing 
but lean beef and mutton. 

In Birds and Their Young Mr. T. A. Coward has collated and 
jucidly explained the phenomena of nestling life and the behaviour 
of parent birds, and Mr. Roland Green has made a number of 


delightful family studies in colour and black-and-white. Seldom 
has the ruthlessness of the cuckoo’s mode of perpetuation been 
so amusingly and graphically displayed as in the drawing of the 
hulking great infant bulging out of the reed warbler’s fragile 
little nest. B. D.

All these four books are primarily for collectors and connoisseurs, 
to whom they will be of great service. In fact, they may be said 
to be necessary to collectors and to everyone whose aim it is to 
know what they are buying, selling or exchanging. But the 
first two are also interesting to amateurs of art in general. In 
art-scholarship esthetic appreciation of particular pictures 
plays a comparatively small part ; connoisseurship is a matter 
of knowledge. What we wish to learn first from such books is 
the artistic characteristics of particular periods and schools; 
we also want to know the signs by which we may identify par- 
ticular pictures or objects as belonging to this or that period. 
The author of such a book may tell us that one period or school 
is superior to another, but it is not incumbent upon him to 
explain such superiority with infectious fervour. Nevertheless, 
merely by telling us facts about the ideas current at the time the 
picture or object was produced, about the civilization from 
which it sprang, and the traditions which the artist modified 
or embodied, the scholar also can enrich our imaginative response 
and even intensify our esthetic emotions. As Mr. Waley says, 
sensitiveness to art is usually accompanied by some degree of 
intellectual curiosity ; ‘ enjoyment of a work of art leads not 
only to the question, Who made this ? but also to the question, 
What sort of people did he live among? What were their 
feelings ?”’ And he goes on to add that the answer to those 
questions will be usually found, if it can be found at all, in the 
study of literature and principally of poetry of that period. Here 
he is perhaps biased by the nature of his own subject. For the 
connection between Chinese art and Chinese poetry is exception- 
ally close, and what makes his book excellent is that it is written 
by one who understands the Chinese mind profoundly. The 
connection between poetry and painting is not always so illumin- 
ating, but in the case of Chinese art the fact that Mr. Waley can 
supply a literary background is a real gain to his readers. 

His book is not so much a general survey of early Chinese 
painting asa series of essays, which nevertheless cover a great 
deal of the ground. If he has confined himself only to topics 
of which he has special knowledge, still that knowledge is wide. 
His book is a history of an art-tradition, not ‘an account of 
Chinese painting as represented by the works that survive.” 
It is fully illustrated by translations from ancient texts, and the 
fact that it is a history of an art-tradition, illustrated by literary 
and philosophical extracts, makes his book appeal to a far wider 
circle. The plates, of which there are forty-nine, many of them 
coloured reproductions, are admirable ; not all are masterpieces 
but not a few are, and nearly all the others are interesting. 

Mr. Binyon’s book, in which he has been helped by Mr. Sexton, 
is admirably written. He can do what few art critics succeed 
in doing, express his esthetic emotions instead of merely labelling 
them ; and as an interpreter of what is most worthy of attention 
in Japanese prints he is unrivalled. There is rather a slump in the 
estimation in which Japanese prints are held. At least it is no 
longer, as in the days of the De Goncourts and of Whistler, the 
finest test of fine taste to discriminate among them and admire 
without stint. In a sense Japanese art has done its work. It 
was Japanese art which first shook the tyranny of literal represen- 
tationin modern Europe. Through enthusiasm for the decorative 
simplifications of Outamaro, Hokusai and Hiroshige European 
art received a new stimulus. But although extreme excitement 
over things Japanese has been killed by growing appreciation 
of the more profound qualities of Chinese art—certainly ™ 
comparison with that much Japanese art seems merely clever 
and delightful—it is is impossible that artists should cease to 
value the extraordinary merits of the best Japanese work ; the 
vision and power of such artists as Hokusai. It must be remem- 
bered that comparatively modern as these prints are, printing 
being an essentially popular form of art, few records were kept 
in Japan concerning it. The most patient research has therefore

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been necessary to determine with any certainty the dates of the 
different seals attached to prints. Mr. Binyon has incorporated 
the results of Mr. Hopper’s and Major O’Brien’s researches, in- 
formation vitally necessary to collectors. The art itself has 
gone to pieces. While the influences which we derived from it 
were wholly beneficial, those we imparted in return have proved 
disastrous to the Japanese. Mr. Binyon and Mr. Sexton de- 
scribe clearly the characteristics of the different periods, and 
show how they develop out of each other. It is difficult to 
make this kind of history entertaining. It can only be done by 
those who, like the authors, possess sensibility as well as 
scholarship. 

Mrs. Pope-Hennessy’s magnificently thorough monograph on 
early Chinese jades is another example of a highly specialised 
study, leading on to wider issues. The study of these delicious 
little objects, to which the plates at the end of the book do 
justice, turns out to be a corridor subject, on to which the doors 
of abstract «esthetics, ethnology and mythology open. The early 
Chinese believed that jade had an immortality of its own. It was 
a sacred substance in so much as it was thought the one most 
suitable for use in fashioning religious emblems, implements and 
august appurtenances of all kinds. Consequently, the jade 
objects which have survived are keys to early Chinese civilization. 
Other races have used jade, for amulets and weapons, but with 
them it never acquired the same importance as the purest and 
most divine of natural substances. The reverence in which 
it was held still survives ; even modern Chinese will keep a piece 
in the hand and rub it when discussing anything of consequence. 
** The corollary of such beliefs was the special sympathy of jade 
workers, when treating their material, for the reality of the 
substance. This reached such particular development that 
it may be almost said that, through the appeal made by the 
surface of ritual jade objects to the touch of those who handled 
them, the Chinese sought to develop a sense of tactile space in 
addition to the visual space and auditory space which alone are 
recognised by the Western World.” ‘ The appreciation,” she 
adds, “* of works of jade is incomplete if over and above its other 
delights the unusual satisfaction it affords to the touch is over- 
looked.”” We cannot say more in praise of the fifty-four plates 
than that they awake a positive craving to handle and caress 
the objects they represent. 

Mr. Hobson and Mr. Hetherington have written a book on the 
art of the Chinese potter from the Han Dynasty (B.c. 206— 
220 A.D.) to the end of the Ming (1644), the object of which is to 
furnish the collector with a series of representations of some of the 
finest examples which are known to exist in this country. A 
hundred and fifty plates are given, many of them coloured. 
Of course, the value of such a book depends chiefly upon the 
perfection of such reproductions and these are quite admirable. 
Each plate is accompanied by a description of the main charac- 
teristics of that particular specimen, and care has been taken to 
avoid examples which other books on the subject have made 
already familiar. In the introduction is a short account of the 
growth of the art of the Chinese potter.

_ This edition is illustrated with thirty-six coloured pictures 
by Mr. W. Russell Flint. Le Morte Darthur was, as a fair 
number of schoolboys know, first published at the end of the 
fifteenth century by Caxton. It is a book noble in style, loyal 
and chivalrous in temper, and though entirely without the 
rapidity required from modern story-tellers, it works con- 
tinually upon the reader’s curiosity and expectation. ‘ Herein,” 
says Caxton himself, ‘men shall find many joyous and pleasant 
histories, and noble and renowned acts of humanity, gentleness, 
and chivalry. For herein may be seen noble chivalry, courtesy, 
humanity, friendliness, hardiness, love, friendship, cowardice, 
murder, hate, goodness and sin. Do after the good, and leave 
the evil, and it shall bring you to good fame and renommcee.” 
It is not a widely-read book, though many people who dislike 
Tennyson’s Idylls of the King are usually under the impression 
that they have read it and that they much prefer Malory to the

poet. It may be good taste to do so, but the right to hold that 
opinion can hardly be earned without reading the old story, 
Here is an opportunity. You may be disappointed to find 
that it is not remarkable for violent expression of the elemental 
passions, but its beauty and dignity will not disappoint. The 
close of the story is superb; the turmoil and struggles die 
beautifully away into stillness and sorrow. Between the dawn 
of English letters to Spenser with the exception of Chaucer's 
poems there is nothing to touch Malory’s romance. 

The edition of Jefferies’ Story of My Heart is a finer example 
of the true art of illustration. Mr. Ethelbert’s thirty-six 
woodcuts coalesce with the text. The Story of My Heart is 
a book which has never been forgotten, but has never become 
famous ; yet it is one which might become a favourite with 
many people in these days when both nature-books and con- 
fessions are so much liked. It is one of the sincerest, most 
eloquent and perfect expressions of pantheistic emotion in 
modern literature. This edition is the kind of book which it 
should be easy to place as a present. 

The next book mentioned above is, first and foremost, valuable 
for the pictures it contains. Mr. Walker has collected and 
annoted a number of unpublished Aubrey Beardsley drawings 
and reproduced some amusing caricatures of his work. The 
bottom contents of an artist’s drawer seldom include work 
worthy of him, but his relicta are often interesting. This 
volume contains, reproduced in colour, an oil-painting by 
Aubrey Beardsley, which is really interesting. It is called 
**A Caprice” and represents a woman plumed and in a wide- 
skirted blask dress; a dwarf in red stands behind her. It does 
not show that sure maturity which marked his drawings from 
the very start, but it suggests that if he had not confined himself 
to line drawings he might have also produced very remarkable 
work in paint. In Beardsley all the influences met that went 
to make the eighteen-nineties what they were. He, not Wilde, 
was the most creative influence of that decade, when the art 
and literary world of London flowered like another Paris. “In 
the caricatures reproduced can be traced the hostility and 
mockery he excited. The best of these is Mr. E. T. Reed's 
** Britannia 4 la Beardsley” which is most amusing and not too 
ill-natured ; even ‘“ Max Meerboom” also came in for a dig 
or two in those days. 

It is Mr. Max Beerbohm who writes the introduction to Messrs. 
Duckworth’s illustrated edition of The Tragedy of Mr. Punch, 
and a delicious introduction it is; to Mr. Russell Thorndike 
and Mr. Reginald Arkell’s play published last year he extends 
the heartiest welcome, whose Punch is just as young in spirit 
and old in sin as ever he was. Mr. Arthur Watts’s illustrations 
are excellent: pictures, preface, play—it is a {delightful book. 
‘**Max” tells us about the last time he saw Mr. Punch. It 
was at the corner of a side street in Marylebone one November 
afternoon. ‘I had been drawn to the spot by the sound of a 
voice that was—surely ?—his, a squeaking and a strident voice 
that was yet sweet to one who for many years had not heard it 
and had hardly thought to hear it again. There my old friend 
was, yes, aloft in his booth, wagging from side to side, with 
his cudgel cuddled to his gaudy though shabby breast, talking 
eloquently of my childhood. And there was poor Toby, as 
bored as ever, and as ashamed of his absurd collar, but con- 
scientiously barking at the Beadle and at those other persons 
of the play—barking above the sound of the drum and reed- 
pipe of the traditional man in front, though never above the 
sound of his master’s voice.”” “Max” gave what sixpences he 
had on him to the two men who said they had a very hard 
time to keep going though there was no competition to stand 
up to: “ me and him are about the last of the Punch and Judy 
men.’ One was of the opinion that the show was out of date. 
** But,” he added, a moment later, “it is good fun still, guv’nor, 
don’t you think?” This play, too, is good fun; and though 
not strictly traditional and with not a little dash of sophistica- 
tion, which, by the bye, the illustrator has reflected, it holds 
the true spirit of that immortal unscrupulous old person, Punch. 

Of this year’s picture-books which are only picture-books, 
**Max’s ” Things Old and New is the best. It contains all the 
drawings he exhibited at the Leicester Galleries, with the 
exception of the King Edward series and the interesting wedding 
of the Prince of Wales, 1972. These gave rise, it will be 
remembered, to loyal, but not royal, qualms. Many will regret 
their omission. Still, what we are given is a feast. The portraits 
of “ eighteen-seventy” types are triumphs of the historic 
imagination. ‘ The Tales of Three Nations’”—England, France, 
and Germany—which increase in size in turn and change ™ 
character as the nineteenth century progresses, are extr- 
ordinarily subtle epitomes of history. However extravagant

It was a beneficent act to reprint In a Glass Darkly (but where 
is Le Fanu’s Uncle Silas, a still better book ?) and on the part 
of Dr. James, himself a master in the art of telling ghost stories, 
to collect Le Fanu’s supernatural tales which have long been 
buried in magazines. Mr. Prevot is not nearly as good, but he 
might be. Ghosties and Ghoulies (detestable frivolous title 
showing that the author does not take his own stories gravely or 
expect us to do so) is one of the worst examples of reckless 
literary extravagance we have come across. Quite a number of 
these little stories contain good ghastly ideas, but the author 
has wasted them. He has cut the fine sprouts of his horrid 
fancy in the green and served up as a plate of shoots what 
might have grown into corn and fed our imaginations. He is 
gifted with invention to a very exceptional degree, but he scorns 
preparation, which is half the art of the ghost-story. He has 
unfortunately written them to fill a certain space in ‘‘ Brighter 
London ” ; that was his mistake. Now two-thirds of the effects 
produced by Le Fanu and Dr. James are due to careful 
preparation. Ghost Stories of an Antiquary, such stories as Le 
¥anu’s, would be comparatively small beer if we were 
plunged into the hair-raising episode after the author had 
written only a couple of very short pages. The true epicure 
in ghost stories knows he must dwell on every preliminary cir- 
cumstance, every shade of dawning misgiving in the foredoomed 
victim of terror, in order to enjoy thoroughly the moment when 

. ! Take the case of Madam Crowl’s Ghost. The story is told 
by an old woman who was a child-servant in the house of that 
old, dying, crazy relic of the eighteenth century. Her 
arrival at the dilapidated house, the creaking of the bare trees 
in the avenue, the horrid hints of the gentlemen on the top of 
the coach which brought her there, the temporary relief and 
sweet security of the housekeeper’s roaring fire, the disquieting 
discovery of the edd leather coat in the cupboard, and the con- 
sequent inexplicable anger of the hard, sinisterly cheerful lady’s- 
maid, all prepare us first for the child’s trembling curiosity, then 
for her shock when she cannot resist peeping through the bed- 
curtains at the painted, bedizened, muttering harridan with her 
long nails and crazy eyes, and finally for the aggressive apparition 
of the same gaudy, scratching hag soon after her death in the 
next room. Mr. Prevot, too, has some excellent ideas. For 
instance, take the story of the young traveller shown into a room 
in a Spanish inn, shabby, antiquated, large, who, on undressing 
for the night and drawing the curtains of his huge four-poster, 
finds lying on it a corpse outlined by a covering sheet. Reeling 
with the shock, he peels the sheet from head and breast : there 
is nothing there, though the lower limbs continue to raise the 
sheet. Wild with terror, he rips it from the whole form, and at 
the same moment an invisible something lands with a bump on 
the floor. Excellent! But if the present reviewer had been 
fortunate enough to invent that thrill, how gingerly he would 
have nursed the reader’s preliminary fears! Mr. Prevot tells 
the whole story in a few hundred lines—sheer waste, reckless 
extravagance. 

In a Glass Darkly contains a first-rate vampire story, and The 
Familiar is a finely managed crescendo, beginning with the 
sound of following footsteps in an empty street. It is a cheerful 
sign of public discrimination that A College Mystery should 
be already in a second edition. Mr. Baker is a follower of 


Nash and 


Dr. James. He writes “ like a scholar and a gentleman,” which 
is a great quality in a ghost-story teller. The elegant, unexag. 
gerative, cool, easy style of the scholar inspires confidence in the 
accuracy of the narrator, and it produces that pleasant atmo- 
sphere of security and common sense which makes the incursion 
of the sinister more effective. Le Fanu’s method is, on the 
whole, purely romantic; it descends from The Mysteries of 
Udolpho. Mr. Baker's story is soberly told ; it is full of excel. 
lent touches of human nature, delightful to read apart from the 
supernatural element, and there is a masterly vagueness about 
the end. Did that eminent scholar and hard-working tutor, 
Charles Round, really murder his rival? Or was it only 
a projection of a profound wish which made him believe he 
had, and his ghost therefore haunt Christ’s College garden, 
always turning back before it reached Milton’s mulberry tree 
and the fatal piece of ornamental water ?

Andrew Lang in his Fairy Books exhausted all the colours 
of the rainbow, and in each of those delightful volumes there was 
an immense amount of reading. We wondered that there were 
so many fairy stories in the world. But the printed page looked 
a little formidable to the eyes of a child ; the print was close and 
rather small. Messrs. Longmans have done well, then, to 
reprint from this vast store the most beloved of the stories and 
in larger, easier type. Eight volumes these selections make in 
all, and each is called after the opening story. They can be 
read now by firelight lying on the hearthrug or by fading light 
in a window seat. Such practices are no doubt to be discouraged, 
but children will read their favourite books regardless of straining 
eyes, and therefore books for them ought to be printed large. 

Andrew Lang was not a born story-teller himself, for invention 
was not his leading gift, but he could retell other people’s stories 
admirably, for no touch of fancy ever passed him unvalued, 
and he brought the art of avoiding tediousness to a fine pitch. 
Above all, he delighted in fairy stories himself. The illustrations 
have lost in reproduction some of their precision of line and 
shading, but they are the right kind of illustrations ; lavish 
in detail, appealing to the fancy first, and that is the great thing. 
We have only one criticism to make: that although the source 
or the author’s name is usually given, it is sometimes unaccount- 
ably omitted. 

The Danish Fairy Book and The Norwegian Fairy Book, 
both by Mr. Frederick Martens, are excellent. They are 
folk-lore stories, attractive to imaginative grown-up people, too. 
Their authors were generations of huntsmen, rustics and fisher- 
men. They are solid and direct, mirrors of men’s wonder im 
the face of the friendly and the hostile aspects of nature 
deeply and magnificently superstitious as well as fanciful. Storm 
Magic, in The Norwegian Fairy Book, is a splendid sea story. 
In the Danish stories the ethical interest is stronger, and though 
there are improbabilities enough—thrills, ghosts, trolls—their 
atmosphere is gentler, homelier. 

The three Mark Twains—Tom Sawyer, Huckleberry Finn and 
The Prince and the Pauper—also belong to the class of book 
which delights human beings of all ages. Huck Finn is, we 
regret, illustrated with film photographs ; make-believe beards, 
wigs obtrude themselves. This is a bad mistake. Fortunately 
Tom Sawyer is illustrated with modest pictures. Both are 
wonderful books—Mark Twain’s masterpieces in which he shows 
himself an artist. Readers may remember his notice at the 
beginning of Huck Finn : “ Persons attempting to find a motive 
in this narrative will be prosecuted; persons attempting to 
find a moral in it will be banished ; persons attempting to find 
a plot in it will be shot.” It is the odyssey of boyhood. There 
is nothing to touch them in theirownprovince.

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the Pauper is inferior judged by any critical standard ; still, it 
is an attractive story. Mr. Hatherell has illustrated it, just 
as such a book should be illustrated, in bright plates crammed 
with historic detail, convincingly drawn and full of dramatic 
expression. 

It is hardly stretching our heading unduly to include also 
under it The Prisoner of Zenda in this notice. Mr. Anthony 
Hope has written better books, but none so likely to continue 
to beguile the young, the indifferent, the day-dreamers, the 
tired. This edition is profusely illustrated with marginal 
drawings, generally full of character and of some delicacy. They 
are by Mr. Howard Elcock, who starts off with a thrilling fuil- 
page one, “I drove my sword full into the big man’s heart.” 
The Prisoner of Zenda is romantic, of course, in the humblest sense 
of that word; but it is the sort of book, there being a closer 
resemblance between children, middle-aged men and old men, 
than is generally admitted, which will continue to delight. 
This lavish edition is not heavy, but it is rather too large a book. 

Messrs. Dent’s Westward Ho! is on the large side, too, but 
then it is a far longer book, and Mr. Cox’s coloured illustrations 
are all full-page ones. These aim at being decorative, and we 
believe this to be a mistake. The young do not care for decora- 
tive pictures. They want a picture which brings action and 
circumstance vividly before them—that is all; while the kind 
of reader who takes pleasure in decorative pictures is apt to 
be either exceeding hard to please or so uncritical that any- 
thing will do for him provided it is showy and looks worth his 
money. Mr. Cox is certainly clever, but, unfortunately, a little 
above his real job, which to our mind was merely to provide 
pictures of realistic storms and of Amyas Leigh banging “* those 
dogs of Seville, the children of the devil,” ete. A down- 
right historico-heroic book should be illustrated in the plain 
conventional way.

In this book Miss Tormay continues her account of the revolution 
in Hungary, 1818-1819. It includes an account of her dramatic 
escape from the capital when Bela Kun proclaimed a dictatorship. 
She was hunted by agents and she had more than a few exciting 
escapes. Like her first volume it has the interest of first-hand 
actuality, and the authoress has unusual powers of expression. This 
second volume deals with the Commune, its acts and atrocities, and 
with the restoration of order under Admiral Horthy in August, 1919. 
It is illustrated by alarming photographs.

Thomas de Cobham was Bishop of Worcester from 1317 to 1327.

Mr. Bleackley’s book is an account of Casanova’s visit to London 
in 1763, and, as one would expect, of his amorous adventures in our 
country and his impressions of the nobility, gentry and fashionable 
courtesans whom he met. These are told in his own words. Mr. 
Bleackley has interpolated comments and explanations wherever it is 
necessary to make the narrative clearer. We, none of us, believe 
all that Casanova says, but this seems to interfere very little with 
our enjoyment of him.

Important from the point of view of understanding the ideas, aims 
and fortunes of ‘‘ the Country Gentleman Party,” and Lord Balfour’s 
retirement. The book is interesting to general readers because Lord 
Long’s recollections go back so far into the past. 


MEMORIES OF MANY YEARS. By Arcusisuor Setron. Long.

Mr. Shane Leslie provides an introduction. Archbishop Seton was 
born in 1839 at Pisa. His memoirs are interesting to all who wish to 
know something of Catholicism in America and of Catholic Rome. 
His writing is that of a candid and sweet-natured man, and his book is 
full of quaint stories and friendly confidences. 


THE EARLY LIFE, CORRESPONDENCE AND WRITINGS OF

have never before been fully treated by his biographers. This book is 
an important contribution to our knowledge of Burke, whose early 
pamphlets and articles are particularly interesting ; it is a thoroughly 
scholarly book.

6d, 
An attempt to place the personality of the poet in direct relation 
with his poems. The authoress proceeds chronologically. 


GOETHE. By Benepretro Croce. Methuen. 7s. 6d. 

A very interesting study. Unlike most books on Goethe it does 
not talk about everything but his poetry and discuss his place in 
literature to the exclusion of the qualities of his own works. The author 
has, of course, “an esthetic” of his own which is well known, but 
here he is not at all @ priori in his jtreatment of his theme. The 
translation may be accurate, but it certainly lacks quality.
